Manila, Dec. 16.—-A high 
diplomatic source indicated 
today that the resumption 
of normal oversena trade be- 
tween the Philippines and 
Japan was a “probability” 


in the near future. 

The source revealed that 
SCAP had oMcially sounded out 
the Phillppines on the possibi- 
lity of resuming normal Philip- 
pines-Japnn trade, and said a 
bilateral trade , agreement with 
SCAP was belng considered now 
by the Philippine Government. 

The Philippines, according to 
this source, are Inclined toward 
resumption of normal trade with 
Japan for the following reasons: 

1. The Philippines cannot 
afford to lose any opportunity 
of sharing-the Jnpanese trade 
for sentimental reasons. SCAP 
has concluded trade agreements 
with other countries formerly 
occupied and despoiled by 
Japan, and despite the anti- 
Inpanese feeling among Fili- 
pinos, the Philippines must re- 
cognise the logic and necessity 
of restoring normal trade.

980 Killed 
By Malayan: 
Terrorists 


London, Dee. 15.—About 
300 “Malayan bandits" havo 
surrendered since the out- 
break of banditry in Malaya, 
the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr Arthur 
Creech Jones, told the Houso 
of Commons today. 


More than holf of them hnd 
given themselves up since tha 
announcement of the surrender 
terms on September 6, 

Mr Creech Jones said that tho 
Majaynn Communist Party, an 
orthodox Communist organisa- 
tlon, continued to be an active 


influence behind the banditry in| 


Malaya. 


There wasn no evidence that 
the bandits were receiving direct 
material assistance from the 
Communist Party in China or 
elsewhere, he sald. 


Since last October, when he 
Inst made a statement, there had 
been further steady progress In 
(he anti-bandit campaign despite 
local setbacks, he added. 


“Although the end of the 
emergency cannot yet be pre- 
dicted,’ the bandits’ diMculties 
are Increasing daily, and the fenr 
of being shot by thelr own 
leaders is, jn many cases, malcing 
tC diMeult for larger nurnbers to 
surrender,” he sald. 


Mr Creech Jones disclosed 
that the casualtics among clivi- 
Hans ond the security forces in 
Malayan since the start of operna- 
thons against the bandits were 
approximately 980 killed, 756 
wounded ond 248 missing. This 
was up to December 8. 


Army casualties, included in 
those fgures, were 109 killed 
and 162 wounded. Fifty-one 
killed and 78 wounded were 
Dritish.—Reuter.
